This thing will not work 
unless one demits control Over 
his faculties. It is incidental to 
note that the cult of the dead is 
the underpinning of every | re- 
ligion almost, except two, the 
Hebrew and the Christian. The 
dead hand of the past in most re- 
ligions has a strangled hold on 
the life of the present. Can we 
have such communication? 
Three groups say, ‘“Yes,”’ Those 
who believe in ghosts say, “Yes, 
they do come back, and the com- 
munication. is uncomfortable.” 
It is striking how common this 
belief is even among some cul- 
tured folks. Then there are the 
experts in every nation, in every 
generation, a group of experts; 
the English word to designate 
them is medium; the French 
derivative, clairvoyant. These 
experts say, “Yes, you can have 
communication.” There is a 
third group, those who. believe 
in what is called, physicial re- 
search, and it ought to be said 
here that there is a_ legitimate 
sphere of research. There are 
certain faculties of our mental 
development that we do not 
know much about; there is a 
realm of mental science not yet 
fully discovered or even fully 
explored. It is being worked at 
now, the new psychologist will 
emerge meanwhile. A group 
among them, not all, say, “Yes,” 
and the striking thing to mark is 
this: That there are responses 
come from the attempt to have 
communication with our loved 
dead, there is no attempt to de- 
ny. The responses come; that 
is quite clear. If they come from 
our loved ones, it is a bit dis- 
couraging, for if that were true, 
they must have suffered a men- 
tal collapse in transition. 


These responses come from 
one or more of five sources. 
Some say they do come from 
our loved dead. Second, they 
may come from the working of 
our sub-conscious or subjective 
mind, or the sub-conscious 
functioning of our mind. This 
bit of psychology we know so 
little about. Third, they may 
come through deceptive means. 
Fourth, they may come from 
demons, evil spirits impersonat- 
ing our loved ones to deceive us, 
and fifth, they may come as a 
blend of two or more of these. 


For myself, I have reacted 
three simple conclusions. For 
the last twenty-five years I have 
been digging into this kind of 
thing in this country, in England 
and on the Continent, to satisfy 
my own mind but with no 
thought of teaching. I have 
read books, listened to strange 
experiences, talked with people 
everywhere in these countries 
for the last twenty-five years. I 
have pushed my researches to 
the very last legitimate limit, 
though I haven’t gone to the 
s@ances, as a matter of principle 


and conviction. I refuse to tread 
‘on the devil’s territory. It is not 


needful to touch pitch to know 


that it blackens your hand; you 


do not need to commit adultery 
to find out about it. I réfuse to 
touch pitch, but I have made

There was not near enough room 
for all the people that attended to get 
seats in the tabernacle but they would 
look through the windows and listen. 
The meeting closed after having run 
seven weeks. There were 12 saved, 9 
sanctified, 9 filled with the Holy Ghost, 
16 baptized in water and 19 added to 
the Church. The saints here aré en- 
couraged to fight the battle through 
and build up God’s cause. 

We expect to build an arbor large 
enough to seat all that may come, and 
Start another revival in the near fu- 
ture. Please pray that many souls 
will be born into the kingdom.

helped me to press on fn the fight 
against sin and wickedness. If for 
nothing else, for her sake, I would not 
allow mys#if to become prejudiced 
against our fair sex. 


Andé yet aside from all that, even our 
best women have a place to fill. God 
told 0s right in the beginning where 
and what that place is. I gay, és for 
it bas never changed. Suppose we let 
God place woman where He wants her. 
“And the Lord said, It is not good that 
the man should be alone; I will make 
him an help meet for him.” Gen. 2:18. 


Webster says that helpmeet and 
helpmate are synonymous. Helpmate 
means a helper; a companion. No- 
where did he say that helpmeet or 
helpmate meant a boss, foreman or 
superintendent, as some seemingly be- 
lieve it to mean. When any of our 
ladies assume the office of dictator, 
she steps out of the place God intend- 
ed her to fill. 

“Likewise, ye wives, be in subjection 
to your own husbands.” 1 Pet. 3:1 
Why did ye say, Likewise? By read- 
ing the last verse of the second chap- 
ter you will see that he was talking 
to some who had returned to the 
Shepherd and Bishop of their souls 
and it was generally understood that 
they were to be subject unto Him after 
this. So he said for the wife to be 
subject to her own husband just like 
those men were to be subject unto 
Christ. Instead of some women being 
a helper and companion to. their 
husband they are a hindrance and 
in many cases a downfall. 

God told the women in Gen. 3:16, 
“And thy desire shall be to thy hus- 
band and he shall rule over thee.” 
Paul knew that there was danger of 
the women trying to be boss, so he 
gave timely instructions to the bishops 
and deacons when he said for them to 
rule their own house well, This means 
that he shall be the supervisor and 
that the wives and chidren must bow 
to his authority. 


Those of our fair sex who do not 
want to, and those who do not intend 
to be submissive to their husband is 
hereby warned and advised to never 
marry. 

This does not hinder man and wife 
from being companions, but it means 
when man and wife hold different 
opinions concerning anything that the 
wife is to bow in humble submission 
to the will and opinion of her hus- 
band. I know this doctrine is con- 
trary to that which is taught and be 
lived by the massés today. 

The women come back with, “Hus 
bands, love your wives, and be not bit- 
ter against them.” Col. 3:19. This 
is Bible but here all the action is laid 
on the husband and not once does it 
give the wife permission to go con- 
trary to his wishes, even though he 
is bitter against thems Wives, if you 
are sanctified you will have to mani- 
fest that spirit of humility and sub- 
mission. 

This question has been asked many 
times, Should a wife go to church 
against the will of her husband? I 
notice that some. preaghers advise 
them to go right on to church 
anyway, using, Obey your husband as 
is fit in the Lord etc., and claiming it 
is not fit in the Lord to stay away from 
church. But I am of the opinion that 
nothing good will come of it, when a 
wife rebels against her husband’s 
wishes, just because she can. I have 
never known many of these husbands 
getting saved or joining the Church. 
But I have known of some who did 
think pretty well of the way, getting 
to the place where they looked like 
they despised it and everybody that 
belonged to the Church. 


If you are so unfortunate as to have 
a husband who does not believe in the 
way and who objects to your going 
to church I am satisfied the best way 
is to stay at home with him. In- 
stead of fretting and fussing at him, 
steal away somewhere and pray for 
God to open the way by sending con- 
viction to his heart. Abo all the 
people in the world let your husband 
know that your experience is genuine, 

Don’t worry him too much about get- 
ting saved and especially before people, 
for then he is more likely to show the 
spirit of an antagonist ahd it generally 
does more harm than good. Good 
honest humble prayer along this line 
will do more good than all you may 
say. Yet a word spoken in due season, 
how good it is. 

I have in mind some ministers who 
are almost unknown because their 
wife is so unruly. .Some won’t 
leave home so their husband can 
travel in the ministry, and some, after 
moving once or twice, settle at a plase 
because they like it a all induce. 
ments that can be ed will never 
get them to move again, consequently, 


we 
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the pastoral future for their husbahd 
is totally ruined and many times bis 
whole Christian career is ruined. This 
is a shame and there ought to be some 
way to remedy it. 

Many men are struggting along as, 
evangelists today when 
they fill every qualification for the 
office of bishops, except their wife 
is so unruly and will just have Her 







way about everything. My prayer for 
these women is, “Lord, give them 
more salvation and more leve for théir 
husband.” <Any woman who will 
knowingly hinder her husbend and wil 
not travel with him from the rising of 
the sun to the going down thereof 
his advancement and to help him jn 
that gréat work of carrying the = 
pel does not lové him—at least li 
she ought to. 

Any man will love a helper — 
than he will a hindrance. He 
help it, tt doesn’t make any differeffte 
how much religion he gets.

CAN WE HAVE COMMUNICA- 
TION WITH THE DEAD?

every investigation and have 
come to three conclusions. First, 
Human spirits do not return. 
Let the brevity be the emphasis. 
Second, Haunted houses, apari- 
tions, this kind of thing can be 
explained without the sugges- 
tion of human spirits returning.’ 
The older the country, the more 
frequent this thing is. The 
third item is this: These respons- 
es that come, never do come 
from our loved dead. The evi- 
dence there is quite irrefutable. 
They come either from demons, 
or the working of our subjective 


consciousness, or deception, or 
the blend of two or more of 
these. 

Yet I want to put im two 


parenthetical bits about strange 
experiences. Christian folks, 
who have not thought of tam- 
pering with the Mlegitimate, tell 
me they have been conscious of 
the presence of their loved ones 
who have gone, in a very real, 
definite way. There is always 
an answer: When a.loved one 
goes, our hearts are very tender 
and the angels of God are very 
tender in their ministrations. 
The Holy Spirit is especially ten- 
der at such a time, and these an- 
gelic ministrations seem to us as 
it is our own loved ones who 
have come back to us. There is 
a second bit: Many times as the 
loved ones near the border of 
life, they seem to see the loved 
ones gone before, and as_ they 
lie there they repeat the name 
of someone who died, and _ the 
whole inference is that the loved 
one who died before has come 
back. But the answer is this: 
As death draws near .and_ the 
physical life wanes, the spirit- 
life oftentimes strengthens, and 
the spirit vision is open to us. In 
the spirit world there is neither 
distance nor space. If I could see 
with my spirit eye, | could see 
my mother yonder in Jesus’ 
presence, though I might think 
of itin my normal thinking as 
thousands of miles away; but in 
the spirit world I can see with- 
out any space. The one dying 
sees through what we call 
space, and sees plainly the faces 
of loved ones yonder in Jesus’ 
presence. 

But now turn to the Book. 
Happily we have the Book, and 
I confess to my ignorance of 
anything authoritative except 
from the Book. There are a 
long list of passages on this sub- 
ject but I will give just one keen 
passage in Deuteronomy 18:9-14, 
“There shall not be found 
among you anyone that maketh 
his son or his daughter to pass 
through the fire, or that useth 
divination, or an observer of 
times, or an enchanter, or a 
witch, or a charmer, or a con- 
sulter with familiar spirits, or a 
wizard, or a necromancer. For 
all that do these things are an 
abomination unto the Lord: and 
because of these abominations 
the Lord thy God doth drive 
them out from before thee.” This 
same thing is used nine times 
interchangeably, and in this, as 
in a whole string of passages in 
the Book all the pretended com- 
munication with the dead is 
plainly characterized as “devil- 
craft.” The teaching could not 
be plainer. A second bit from 
the book, and again a long 
string of passages, one an index 
finger to the other, Isa. 8:19, 20, 
“And when they shall say anto 
you, Seek unto them that have 
familiar spirits, and unto. wiz- 
ards that peep, and that mutter: 
should not a people seek unto 
their God? for the living to the 
dead? To the law and to the 
testimony: if they speak not ac- 
cording to this word it is be- 
cause there is no light in them.” 
The whole thing is strongly for- 
bidden under the severest penal- 
ty. 

Then the third bit to mark, 
listen softly, is this:. This kind 
of thing getting into communi- 
cation with our loved dead, is 
utterly incompetent. Whatever 
seems to come is through de- 
ception; it is utter incompetency 
clearly to have any communi- 
cation with our loved ones gone. 
And the fourth bit is this to 
mark, the continued tampering 
with this kind of thing under- 
mines a man’s mentality. I ran 
across a little book in London, 





not written from a_ Christian’s 


standpoint, the man plainly not 
a Christian man who wrote it, 
and he said this, quoting rough- 
ly, after tampering and after 2 
struggle to get control again of 
his mental integrity: “The man 
who tampers here opens a door 
that he cannot shut, and through 
the door there come fowl spirit 
presences that threaten a man’s 
mental integrity as well as hig 
moral fibre.” I remember talk- 
ing with what they call a peas- 
ant in Germany, one of the com- 
mon folks. He was a man ofall 
work in a large Bible School up 
in Frankfort-on-Oder. Plainly 
he was in distress, something 
troubled him. He was humble, 
deferential, modest, seeking for 
help. We knelt to pray and an- 
other personality manifested 
itself. He gnashed on me with 
his teeth and raged as under the 
control of another distinct per- 
sonality. We talked a bt, 
prayed, we pleaded the blood of 
Jesus and the strange, evil, foril 
presence had to go. Then the 
man said this: “I opened tie 
door, This foul presence came iv 
and T could not get rid of f.” Tie 
dangers attending all this kind 
of thing even Sir Oliver Lodze 
himself speaks of. That is rather 
striking is it not? I never heard 
a man talking about the dangers 
of praying, of reading the Bible, 
or living a_ straight pure, 
Christian life. have you? 

“But what shall we do?” you 
ask. You sit in a lonely corner 
by a lonely fireside, and the rain 
of your grief patters down on 
the roof of your heart, I know, 
but there is an answer. There is 
One who knows all about the 
grief and the tears for the loved 
one gone. He will come and sit 
in your lonely corner and hold 
an umbrella over the roof of 
your heart that the tear-drops 
cannot patter down. Even while 
they fall He will start the music 
a-going. His Presence will be 
real. What do I mean?Do you 
know that the Holy Spirit con- 
tinuously at Pentecost and 
since, is not the gift of the Fa- 
ther distinctly. He was sent 
down by Jesus, crucified and 
crowned. He sent down the 
Spirit, His own other self, the 
One who swayed Jesus all those 
human years and was’ in 
Him as He went to the grave of 
Lazarus; He was the _ full 
diapason of Jesus’ life. He 
knows every human experience. 
He will come and sit by your 
side and His presence will be 
very real. And if today, my 
friend yonder who knows the 
sharp edge of the knife of grief 
and the pattering of the rain and 
the sheer lone of the corner that 
cannot be told, you will yield 
afresh to Jesus Christ, His Spirit 
will fill your surrendered heart. 
He is real. It is Jesus own self 
who isin you. He will start the 
music a-going, and He _ will 
cushion all the edges’ for 
you even while the lone feeling 
is there. His presence is real. 
You will know it. This is the 
answer what to do. 


I have a friend m Ohio, the 
Dean of a Theological Seminary. 
He told me when his daughter 
was a little child, less than three 
or four years, he awakened one 
night by, the little child speak- 
ing; her bed was in the far side 
of the big, broad bed. Half 
awake, he roused himself and 
the little thing was. saying, 
“Hand, hand, papa.” Haké asleep 
he put his hand over the side of 
the bed, and at once the little fat, 
baby fingers keld as tightly as 
only baby fingers do hold, you 
know about that. In a few 
moments, he knew by the 
breathing, the baby was asleep, 
and she slept hand in hand 
through the night until the light 


came. ‘“‘A little child shall lead 
them.” This little child shall 
lead us. It is night time, a bit 


scarey some folks find the night 
time. ‘You want a bit of a feel- 
ing. Very well, there is a Hand 
reaching down, and a quiet 
voice says, “Hand, my child,” 
and we may slip our hand into 
His; yes, and feel the knotted 
place that tells you whose Hand 
it is, and you and He may go on 
hand in hand. Listen! He has 
two hands and His other hand is 
in that of your loved one yonder. 
He is the Communicator, and 
some day He will bring the two 
hands together, and you will 
meet your loved ones face to 
face in His presence. Mean- 
while He will keep the music a- 
singing till the face-to-face 
times. Let us slip our hands 
anew into His.—The Latter Rain

The reason I like to preach to the 
colored folks is because they will 
encourage you and make you think 
you are doing something whether you 
are or nof. The influence of preach- 
ers perhaps is felt more keenly than 
that of any one else. Sometimes I 
have thought there might be too 
much chaffy talk and too much finding 
fault. Let us determine to walk with 
God. Every one has an influence for 
either good or bad. Do not try to 
imitate the other fellow, just be 
yourself. Take Jesus and follow Him. 
Do not get your eyes off Him.” 


Brother H. B. Simmons preached 
for the afternoon service. He said he 
was among the first to get the bap- 
tism in the state. He read Psa. 127; 
using the first verse as a text. God 
will not work if people are not sub- 
mitting themselves to God.

At another place two women tried to 
stop the meeting and one of them 
went to a bathing pool and drowned. 


The other died in a few days. I tell 
you you can not keep this from 
spreading. John said Jesus would 


baptize with the Holy Ghost and fire. 
The reason this spreads and can’t 
be stopped is because it has fire in 
it. I wish we could get so enthused 
that we would set fire to the whole 
country like the foxes Samson let 
loose (Brother Marks, ‘The devil 
can’t stop it, because we have it and 
he has lost the stopper.’) It is spread- 
ing today, ‘but that it spreads no 
further,’ is the plan of the enemy.” 


Brother F. M. Waldron led the sun- 
rise service. He read-a few verses 
from Acts 9, and spoke. briefly on the 
Subject of prayer. “The backbone of 
everything that is for God is prayer. 
If we fail to pray He will fail to take 
notice of us. When I fail to pray I 
feel a coldness creep over me, but 
when I am faithful in prayer it is 
then that the blessings flow freely. It 
is prayer that drives the enemy away. 
Let us pray here as never before. 
Let us be so earnest that not one 
straw of discord will be among us.” 


Stick Together 


Brother F. J. Lee came for the 
morning service and the subject had 
been given out, “Stick Together.” He 
read from Neh. 4:6, “ “The people had 
a. mind to work.’ We know how in 
the beginning the mighty power of 
God fell in the church.

But I teil you’ the 
Church of God will stand. He says, ‘L 
have opened 'the door and no. man 
ean shut it.’ The Church of God will 
stand regardless of what men or: dey- 


ils may do. Men are on their knees 
today praying for God to work 
ihrough men to restore and rebuild 


the walls around the Church of God. 
Mounted on His Horse .« 


“Nehemiah mounted his horse and 
rode around the city, and as he rode 
he found a breach here and there, and 
the next day he called a council. I 
that the breaches need to be 
mended, 1 see, that the wall must come 
together. So they began to build. 
They stood together and were not 
discouraged, but man had a 
mind to work? you ever had a 
mind to quii? Last Assembly some 
said, ‘I am going to quit this thing.’ 
But people of that day did not 
such things, but said we will 
work. I know this is the Church! 
(Great applause.) (‘This thing is the 
hand of God.’—Martin.) 


“Many have jumped up and said 
“We will trust the Lord to take the 
Church of God through and then when 
trouble arose they began to cry out

that it was going down. I tell you 
you need to go down by the river 
Chebar. He called for the twelve

“IT tell you if the ministérs will 
stand true the people will come. Thank 
God for the fifty or sixty ministers 
who are in attendance in this camp 
meeting who are standing true. The 
people are looking to, the preachers 
to tell them what to do.- These twelve 
priests were chief of the priests. They 
stuck together. Stick together men 
and you will deliver the things! 

“There is a certain great man in 
the church who said, ‘I am about to 
23 back to the M. E. Church.’ ! heard 
him say it with these very ears. It 
never has entered my mind to come 
down irom the wall. The chief men 
of the Church may drop out, but this 
is the Church of God, and it will go 
on. We cannot afford to go down to 
the plain of Ono. Surely all can see 
that this is the Church. Surely no 
such great work has been done as 
has been done by the Church. See 
how she has grown. 

Temper Your Mortar 

“They built with tempered mortar, 
and joined it complete from one side 
to the other. We need to be joined 
together in the Church of God. I am 
glad I see no breach in the camp- 
meeting. Not only here do we need 
to be joined together but everywhere. 
Even in these last days the Nehe- 
miah’s are siding around the wall 
looking for breaches and they have 
found them. They are crying out to 
God to show them how to mend these 
breaches. ‘The town of Babel was be- 
ing built to establish a name. It came 
down. I tell you we are building in 
the Church of God to lift up the name 
of the Lord. I tell you if you try to 
build a name above the name of God, 
it will come down. I repeat, if you 
try to magnify any man’s name above 
the Lord’s you will fall with him. 
Let us forget man and exalt God. 

“I do not want you to think more 
of me than you do of God. I tell you 
when we stand together we will see 
things accomplished. We can then 
have good success in our meetings. 
We can have a good Assembly. 


A Real Assembly Next Time 


“We will have a real Assembly next 
time. Let us find the breach and put 
in the tempered mortar, the real 
thing. 


Paul speaks about being knit togeth- 
er and this work will not ravel out. 
We niust be bound together so we 
won’t pull apart. People knit together 
the 
devil no matter how much he may 
pull the string. Those who will not 
live up with the Church of God will 
have to get out. God forbid that I 
should carry one bucket of untem- 
pered mortar. I tell you when we tell 
things that are lies to try to patch 
up the wall they must go down. My 
last word is, stick together.” 


Brother W. R. Hadsock preached 
the afternoon service. He read Amos 
5:4 as a text. “In the day of this 
lesson the blessings came by seek- 
ing the Lord, but now the multitudes 
seek other things to satisfy their de 
sires. 


“He tells us that the days. will 
come when they will not endure sound 
doctrine. We are so established that 
if all others fail we will go on in the 
path of holiness. We must seek the 
Lord. That is the way I got my 
blessing. We must not forget to 
preach restitution. I had to take back 
some things, and you will, too, if you 
have wronged anybody. Seek the Lord! 
Some seek manifestations, some seek 
tongues, but this is wrong. Seek the 
Holy Ghost and when He comes He 
will bring tongues and plenty of man- 
ifestations. Shouting and manifesta- 
tions will never stop as long as time 
goes on. 


Substitute Will Not Do 


“If ‘I could not live clean enough 
to stay in the church I would get out 
with the world and not try to hide in 
a substitute. If people would keep 
their eyes on Jesus there would not 
be so many to go down when men 
fail whom you have confidence in. No 
matter who goes down you can hold 
on to the Lord and go through.

You can 
put-a magnifying: glass .on a.tiny 
particle of sand that you could. not 
see with your natural eye, ‘but. that 
is something. But: if you have not 
charity you are nothing. Charity will 
never fail. We are having a good 
camp meeting, the best I was ever in, 
I think. It is because we have char- 
ity. 


lf You Fail in Your Work You Have 
Not Charity 


“You’ men who have failed in your 
pastoral labors have not had = char- 


ity. There is lots of difference in 
charity and natural affection. Char 
ity goes away beyond this. Many 
times a sheep has been stolen because 
some one has not had charity enough 
to rescue the weak ones. Love com- 


pels me to tell the truth. My wife tells 


me that I am hard on people in my 
sermons, but I must warn if I have 
charity. 1 must love them so that 


1 will go to anv righteous extreme to 
save them. We secured a lot to hold 
a meeting on. A man came and said 
we would have to move as he had 
rented the lot. I told him that we 
would move if he insisted, but that 
ve would tove him just the same. The 
man said go ahead and have the 
meeting this time. He heard the ser- 
mon and when an offering was made 
he came up and gave $2.00 and prom- 
ised to help as often as need might 
arise. The meeting ran on and many 
got saved. I found that a preacher 
had been in this place and had abused 
the Catholic church, and this man 
was a Catholic. Charity won his heart. 
1 want you men who are above me in 
the work to pray for me. I am glad 
tor the elders on whom I can lean. 
A preacher said, ‘Come to God.’ The 
man said, ‘no, I will tell you what 
I will do. I will spend ten years of 
my time getting gain then I will turn 
to God.’ In a few -vears his wife 
dropped out, then one child after 
another, until about the ninth year he 
was left alone without family or home. 
Now he is a hopeless drunkard.” 


Blow Ye the Trumpet 


Sister J. B. Daniels led the early 
hour service Friday. “This Scripture 
in Joel 2:1, has been coming to my 
mind for several days, ‘Blow ye the 
trumpet in Zion.’ Surely the trumpet 
needs to be blown now in Zion and I 
am assured that some one has been 
blowing the trumpet and sounding an 
alarm. Woe unto the idle shepherds. 
I tell you some of our shepherds have 
gone out to dig. A curse is on those 
who fail. You need not wait for the 
big place. All around you the sheep 
are going astray. There is plenty to 
do. I praise God for this camp meet- 
ing. My husband got saved here. If 
you can not preach it you can live 
+,” 

This was a precious service. Saints 
shouted and Sister Daniels fed our 
souls. The sismograph was’ thrown 
out of place this time, the quaking was 
So great.

Brother T. S. Payne came forward 
for the morning service. The subject,

The man who 
receives $40.00 per week and puts a 
dollar in the tithe box is acting as 
a deceiver and God will hold him 
responsible. Obedience is better than 
sacrifive. Just do what God says 
and leave the consequences with God. 
He will work it out alright. Sometimes

back wien times are better. But God 
Seys if we borrow. we shall restore 
it with the fifth pari, twenty per 
cent. A pretty high rate of interest. 


This shows that God does not want 
us to withhold..A wan is tithing his 
caitle, every tenth one‘that passes is 
the Lord’s. Here ccmes No. 10. He 
is a fat sleek fellow with ears erect, 
but No. 9 isa raw bony oné, ear flops 
down andsearcely any steak on his 
bones at ail.’ The man shifis them 
and puts No. 9 in the place of No. 
10. Then God says they both belong to 
Him. He says you shall not search 
whether it be good or bad. Bvery 
promise in the Book-is for those who 
obey. Every move in the’ Church of 
7od has been for the best. We have 
lost some great men, but a man’s 
greatness lies only in the things as 
he sticks to God, and when he for- 
sakes these God given principles he 
becomes no.more than the most com- 
mon stock. You have no excuse. Be- 
cause you say the money has not been 
used at headquarters as it should 
be, is no reason for you to fail God. 
Your business is to pay your tithes 
where God demands. Then if it is 
used wrongfully God will deal with 
the guilty ones. The Levites were 
to have no inheritance only the tithes.

You may have to go through some 
hard things before God can talk to you.

We began but 
he stopped us and drove us out. He 
died. The other cried out for mercy 
and we prayed through to victory. He 
Zot up and went to meeting. The only 
prescription we use in our home is 
the fifth chapter of James.”

There was a 
great demonstration when the con- 
gregation of saints stood up and said,
